Each Man on Scaffold Said His State­ 
m ent W a s the Truth. 
Valdosta, Ga., Dec. 4.—J. G. Rawlins 
and Alf Moore, the latter a negro, 
were hanged here at 10:55 o’clock 
Tuesday morning for the granter of 
Willie and Carrie Carter in .July, 1906. 
Both stepped upon the scaffold with­ 
out a tremor and neither showed signs 
of nervousness. 
They stood on the 
trap together and fell together. 
Raw­ 
lins 
died 
Instantly, but the negro 
showed signs of life for twelve min­ 
utes. 
. Rawlins, In his last statement, de­ 
clared he told the truth and that his 
sons had no connection with the crime. 
Moore also declared he told the truth, 
again Insisting Milton Rawlins fired the 
fatal shots. Mrs. Rawlins and her twro 
daughters visited the husband and fa­ 
ther during the morning. 
They re­ 
mained in Jail, but did not witness the 
execution. 
The crime for which 
these 
men 
forfeited their lives and the prolonged 
litigation and efforts generally which 
followed in an attem pt to save them 
I from the gallows, have been almost 
without precedent in the criminal his­ 
tory of Georgia. 
T h rillin g of Willie and Carrie Car­ 
ter on the night of July 12, 1905, was 
regarded as particularly cold-blooded.
